The sidewalls on all four tires had cracked. I went there yesterday to have them 
replaced. I asked his secretary if Kenny, the younger brother who runs the business and 
has already expanded it over what it was when his father died, was in. He wasn't. I re- 
timed to my book and awaited the tire mountings. When henny returned he went immediately 
to the customer waiting are and come up to me. We chatted for a while. 

I've known him since he was a boy working for his father when he could, doing the 
dirty work to begin with. Along with another boy of about the same age, Delmar Speaks, 
who also did the menial work to begin with. Delmar is noty director of fleet sales, lie 
returned from his dail^ trip while Kenny and I were talking. We spoke briefly. He'd heard 
me on the local radion, wjb-ch seemed to please him. 

I'd heard from others in the shop that the Secretary for Air had continued with the 
Bush administration from loyalty only. He is not going to return to Band, Kenny says. 

I'd heard that some hears ago the Itahd Corporation took at look at the JFK assassi- 
nation. I asked Kenny to ask his brother if it did and if it did how I could get a copy 
of their study, if not secret. He said he'd a ^k him. * '% ' 

Kenny ha* heard that all my work will be at Hood. He said that pleased him and he 
gave the impression of si ncerity. He had taken time from running the business to attend 
the formal opening of the aiMa new library ceremonies.I was pleased that he had that 
interest. *e runs a really large operation, and it made me feel good to see howtSPGoys 
had grown into two fine and successful men. When ^elmar ran the tire-mounting an^epSKr 
shop he always gave me" good advice, seeking to save me money, which he always didf^d^~ 
inspect ing the t ires being installed. Qnp I recall he had them replace a retread for the 
trtuck and hhhk once he did that on my previous car. He did not like the way they looked. 
Each tine I learned only when I asked about the delay in mounting the new tire. Small 
stuff but pleasant and reassuring to have friends do these things. It may represent one 
of the reasons the business has been so successful. 

I do not know for a fact that Hand did make the JFK Assassination study. I'd heard it 
but recall no confirmation.
